The transmission of the broadcast is 
accomplished from the radio base (PYREX) located in the vicinity of Athens , 
Greece.

Project AERODYilAMIC was originally approved late in 1953 • However, 
the first broadcast was not made until 25 September 1955* Initial 
scheduling called for one 15 minute transmission daily. Over a period of 
tine, this scheduling has been increased to two schedules daily which use 
two (2) transmitter hours per day. 

II . C Oil fUUIC ATIOI 13 SUPPORT 
A. i^OAECASTS 

Hie Project requires two broadcasts per day, In the Ukrainian language, 
directed to the Soviet Ukraine . These schedules will require two trans- 
mitter hours per day for a total of about 60 transmitter hours per month , 

On the basis of the total current workload at PYREX, this schedule is being 
met without overtime by the present PYREX staff .

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D. SPECIAL FACILITY CAPABILITIES COIISIDERATIOH 

Substantial changes in the operational requirements for this or any 
other KIJDOVE project supported by PYREX will require a substantial review 
of project priorities by appropriate KUDOVE authority. The outcome of 
this action could result in a change in the number of broadcast hours 
available to the Project. 

III. SPEC L' A COIffJIIICATIOIIS COIISIDERATIOHS 

The use of the Random broadcast technique may be extended to the 
Project cn a time, equipment and personnel availability basis. However, 
the use of the Random technique by the Project does not represent a 
commitment on the part of KUCLUA and its utilization is the sole prero- 
gative of Chief, VJEi-ICA . The Random broadcasts may be suspended or cancelled 
without advance notice as changing and increasing operational requirements 
may dictate .
